Two road scrapes, pulled by a
traction engine, are being used on the
roml between here and Iva and last
night the stretch between the clty
llmita and Mr. Frank Hall's place had
been finished.

Supervisor King was asked about
this new way of pulllng the road
seropes in Anderson county and stat-
ed that the method was only being
tried out at present and if it worked
well, probably, would be used exten-
slvely. The engine Is the property
of Mr. M. H. Sexton and i8 rented
to the county for a few days, the
rate being $5 a day, englneer in-
cluded .

Mr. King has just returned from a
trip In Georgip where he went to see
a demonstration of road machinery
and said that he thought it was a
good thing. He thinks that the chain-
gangs should be used in permanent
road construction, such as changing
them, grading, ele., and that there s
some kind of machinery that can be
used economieally in keeping a road
up after it is once built.

Mr. King stated that there was
nothing better than convicts and
mules for the actual construction of
roads but that when it came to keep-
ing one in good condition after It was
bullt he belleved that machinery
could be used that would be of much
leas expense to the county.

This engine and scrapes are merely
belng used as a test and if they prove
sucecessful, machinery for the purpose
will probablly be bought.

A meeting of the executive commit-
tee of the paving commisszion  was
held Jast night for the purpose of de-
termining the amounts of the paving

certifieates to be placed, they decid-
Ing on $500 and $240,
Mr. Ernest F. (ochran, eity at-

clerk and treasurer which ghowed
that the amount 1o be issued was $56,-
168.85. This Is to be divided Into
nine yeurs and certificates will be
issued for $500 and $240, same to hear
nterest at six per cent, payvable semi-
annually. A lettar from the Sidney
Spiter company, with which the cer-
tificates will be placed, showed that
some would have to be issued for an
odd amount, they preferring to have
as many as possible in lota of 2500,
therefore the amount of $240 wai. de-
cided upon.

Durilng the meeting the street pave
Ing altuatioh was discussed In gen-
eral. It was stated tha: the South-
ern Paving company had been com-
plaining about the work of the
Southern Public Utilities company
not going ahead fast enough and a
letter was read from the former com-
pany to this effect. It was stated
that a conferonce had heen held with
Mr. Orr and that he nad given suffi-
clent reasons for th< work belng rath-
er slow In getting started at firse,
among these being material being
delayed. This matter, it was stated,
was satisfactorlly adjusted to  both
parties.

Members of the committee express-

ed themselves pleased with the sit-
uation in general.and stated that ft
was thelr desire fo have the wark done
with as little friction as possible to
all parties concerned.
It was shown that the people whose
abutting property is to be assessed
have been verythoughtful and consid-
erate about atteading to arranging
for the payment of thelr share of the
assessments amd for this the paving
commission is grdteful.

VISITED ORR AND GLUCK
MILLS SCHOOLS YES-
TERDAY

ESTABLISH OFFICE

Of Mill School Inspector in This
County if Conditions Favor-
orable for Such.

Mr. George D. Brown, state In-
spector of mill schools, arrived in An-
derson yesterday morning and will
be here about a week visiting these
schools in the county. During his
stay here Supt. Felton's oflice In the
court house will be his headquarters,
Yesterday afterncon Mr, BHBrown
and Mr. Fe .on visited the Gluck and
Orr mills and would have gone to
others if the rain had not come.

Yesterday Mr. Brown stated that he
was here for the purpose of instruct-
Ing the people at the mills as to how
they should secure state aid In run-
ning their sc huo]s Hgjintends to find
out how much taxes thdjmiis pay, the
assessed valuation of thely property,
number of teachers employed In
schools, number of pupils enrolled and
the average attendance.

Mr. Drown stated tha' in some of
the cities and towns the people were
not taking advantages of the assis-
tance offered by the state. Whore
money Is pald through a special tax,
the state will help from $100 to $500
Thoy can participate in this now
through the library act which will en-
able a Bchool to get $40 worth of
books if $10 is raised by the school.
Through the bullding fund they may
secure up to §600 from the courtty and
state, according to the amounts rais-
ed by the schools.

Mr. Brown has been Inspector of

mill schools since July 1 and before
that time he was county superinten-
dent of education in Newberry coun-
ty. Since he has had his present of-
fice he has visited schools in Green-
wood, Spartanburg and Union coun-
ties and through him several schools
havé put themselves in position to se-
cure state aid by voting on a speelal
tax.
Mr. Brown opes to have the office
of mill school inspector of Anderson
county establshed here. The duty of
the holder of such office will be to
inspect and keep In close touch with
the mill schools.
